Some de- 
crease had been anticipated in cer- 
tain citrus sections of Upland be- 
cause of the flood damage. 

SANTA FE PROPERTY 


Most of the public utility prop- 


. erty in Upland is owned by the 


Santa Fe railway. The property 


_ valuation was decreased in spite 


of the erection of the new Santa 


+ Fe station here, it is pointed out. 


The station was placed on the as- 
sessment rolls for the first cat 
this year. 

For the city as a whole, the as- 
sessed valuation is $5,248,280. This | 
total is $1,070 below the 1937 as-; 
sessed valuation. 

Decrease in assessed valuation | 
figures is a surprise here. Several 
new citrus groves, just coming in- 
to bearing, were assessed for the 
first time. New construction dur- | 
ing the year was also expected to 
help boost the total valuation.

HABITS OF SPIDER 


The black widow, so called be- 
cause the female devours the male } 
and reigns supreme in her house- | 
hold, is a nocturnal creature, coms | 
ing out for its prey under cover 
of the night. Its web is a nonde- 
script jumble of threads and sel- 
dom would be taken as the abode! 
of a live spider. 

SYMPTONS ARE TOLD 

The bite of the spider usually is} 
felt as a slight sting, often unno- 
ticed. Two very tiny red marks 
appear and within a few minutes, 
from 15 to 30, the patient feels a 
numbness and then pain, usually | 
in the abdomen first and spread- | 
ing rapidly to other portions of | 
the body. The nerves seem to} 
bear the brunt of the pois nous | 
attack, causing the muscles to 
cramp or become rigid 

The pain from the poison is in- 
tense and often lasts for several | 
Qays. Several deaths from black; 
widow spider bites have occurred 
in San Bernardino county within 
a year. 

CALL A PHYSICIAN 

When one knows he has been 
bitten or develops symptons that 
indicate a spider bite, a physician 
should be called without delay. 

However, the best thing to do, 
Dr. Hodgin says, is to use the ker-
